IN THE SPECIFICATION 

The following paragraph replaces the paragraph on page 6, line 12: 



In particular, a large portion of the thermally created shear stress is spread throughout the 
length of the laminate 28, rather than being concentrated within the individual BGA connections 30. 
^ The flexible nature of the laminate 28 is further enhanced by selectively placing critical BGA 
connections 30 in staggered or off-set or alternating positions on the top and bottom surfaces of the 
laminate 28. Note that not all BGA connections 30 need to be staggered to obtain an optimal solder 
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
